To the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the State of Utah: 

In compliance with law, I have the honor to present to you the Biennial 
Report of my administration of the system of public instruction in the Territory of 
Utah for the years 1894 and 1895, 

In making this report to your honorable body, I will, in my introduction, 
-call your attention to the fact, that my incumbency of the office of Territorial 
Commissioner of Schools does not reach back, in point of time, so as to cover the 
entire two years included in this biennial report. I was appointed Commissioner 
of Schools, in pursuance to law, by the Supreme Court of the Territory of Utah, on 
the 31st day of August, 1894—a vacancy in the office having been created by the 
resignation of the Hon. Jacob S. Boreman—so that the time of my occupancy of 

the office covers a period of one year and four months. 

On assuming the duties of the office, I did not find the status of the public 
schools of the territory a condition entirely new to me—from the fact that I had 
been connected with the public school system of'Utah for nearly thirty years, as 
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teacher and as county superintendent, and had been associated, for that length of 
time, with the growth and development, and the'changes which brought about the 
establishment of our Free Public School System. And yet, when I visited parts of 
the territory, other than those where I had operated, I was surprised at what had 
been wrought. I found that the ““system' had taken toot in a number of places, 
and had become firmly fixed, while it was considered with favor universally, It is 
with national and local pride that I make so satisfactory a report of the condition 
of the schools. 

Under the present school law, some of our cities have developed educational 
facilities that will stand favorable comparison with any cities of the same size any- 
where in the Union; and, in comparison with some cities that are larger—cities of 
older states—will outstrip them. I call your attention especially, to those citie 
whose superior points of excellence are recognized by the educators of other states 
and territories—Salt Lake and Ogden. 

In calling your attention to these cities I do not wish to cast any reflection 
upon other cities of Utah, such as Provo, Logan, etc., but these latter cities have not 
the population nor the wealth necessary to lay, and build upon, so extensive 
a foundation—they have the aa to do and are doing their work proportion 
ately well, 

This improvement, I am happy to say, has not been confined to the schools of 
our cities, The rural, or country, districts, in a number of the counties, will com- 
pare favorably with schools of the same character in a majority of the states. In 
fact, this office has received ro report from other -states showing any superiority 
over the rural schools of 4 number of our counties, 

One of the most reliable evidences of a good system of schools is found in the 
character and condition of the school buildings. Capacious buildings, constructed 
upon modern methods for heating, lighting, and seating—such as are found in well 
regulated and well educated communities—mean far more- than can be observed 
from the exterior, they mean that, associated with them, is proper classification 
operating in harmony with a correct system of gradation, and, under the direction 
of competent instructors, from the most primary to the highest department. 

The cities to which I have referred haveattained to very high degrees of edu- 
cational excellence according to this standard of measurement. 

Referring again to counties which have expended considerable energy in the 
erection of good, modern buiidings and in efforts toward a system of grading, I do 
not wish you to understantthat I refer to the larger, in population, and wealthier 
counties only—such as Salt Lake, Weber, Cache, Sanpete, etc.—but I refer to such 
counties as Tooele, Sevier, Millard, and Juab particularly, ali of which have some 
fine buildings, and are having fine work done inthem. This sentiment is growing 
and expanding among the people—that energies expended.in efforts to throw 
around the children of the state the very best educative environment is sure to 
redound to the prosperity of the state and to the perpetuity of republican 
institutions. 

Almost immediately after accepting the office of Commissioner of Public 
Schools, I issued a circular letter to the superintendents of the counties and cities 
of the first and second classes of the territory, announcing my purposes which I 
should endeavor to carry out in the discharge of my official duties—purposes to 
which I have remained constant during my short official career. I herewith select. 
a passage from the said letter that you may understand more clearly my purposes. 
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“It shall be my aim as Territorial Commissioner, with the aid of the super- 
intendents and teachers, to establish a harmonious grading of our public senools 
from the primary grade to the University. With this end in view I shall use every 
effort on my part and shall call on you for help in securing, First—uniform work 
in lower grades in points of excellence and thoroughness; Second—The establish- 
ment of a high school in your county or city, if advisable, with a course of study 
which will entitle the graduates to enter the University and will at the same time 
constitute a good foundation, educationally, 1f the graduate desires to advance no 
farther, These high schools, when established throughout the territory, will con- 
stitute the ‘feeders’ to our leading institution. 

“When we place the ‘Jack-screws’ beneath the lowest department of our 
educational structure and apply the lever, we raise not the lowest grade alone, but 
we uplift the highest, also, to a still higher plane ” 

With this aim constantly in view I have performed my official duties. 

I have visited every county 1n the territory either in person or by deputy. 
Mr. J. M. Bishop of Ogden, the holder of a first grade certificate and a teacher for 
a number of years, with marked success, and Supt Levi N. Harmon,of Washington 
County, also the holder of a first grade certificate, have acted as my deputies. 

Some of the counties I have visited three or four times, as the case demanded. 
I met with superintendents, teachers, and trustees in special meetings for instruc- 
tion and advice: visited summer schools and institutes, and discussed educational 
topics, and held popular evening meetings, where the doors were thrown open to 
everybody, while special invitations were extended to the patrons of the schools to 
attend and hear what the educators of their children had to say about the schools 
and the methods being used in the education of those children. 

The results of this experience, which the law requires me to give, have been 
most gratifying. Heartyand unanimous endorsements have been given by teachers 
and school officers, of the advice and suggestions offered by the Commissioner, and 
much interest awakened in the minds of the people. 

From the daily records, kept by my deputy, and which are on file in my 
office, of visits to those counties which I could not visit personally, I gain the 
information that the condition of those counties, or at least a majority of them, is 
such as to confirm the statements I have submitted regarding the portions of the 
territory visited by me personally. 

I ascertained soon after my induction into office that a number of the more 
active and progessive county superintendents had met together on their own 
volition, and adopted a course of study for that department of our school system 
known as the “common school," which includes the first eight grades, in what is 
commonly recognized as a proper organization of the public schools In order to 
make this course of study—which I had in the mean time approved—uniform and 
more effective, I deemed it necessary to have it adopted by proper authority, and 
for this purpose, in connection with others, I called a convention of all thesuperin- 
tendents in October, 1894, at Salt Lake City. Nearly the entire number of the 
superintendents was present and the course was unanimously adopted, and is at 
present in force throughout the territoty. A Committee was appointed at this 
same corvention to prepare a course of study for county high schools, also, 
which they did and reported a course at a subsequent convention where it was dis- 
cussed and recommitted for the purpose of changing from a three years course— 
which had been prepared—to a four years course. I, as commissioner, was

e appointed chairman of the committee, After reconsidering the matter I was con- 

vinced, and so decided, that additional legislation was needed before a uniform 

high school course could be made operative in the counties of the territory—the 

thing most needed being the consolidation of districts for high school purposes, and 
E the creation of boards of education to take the management of the same. 

While upon the subject of courses of study, I will make special mention of 

` the courses prepared by the respective boards of education and superintendents of 

Salt Lake and Ogden cities. I have examined both of these courses quite thoroughly, 

and in comparing them with some of the courses received from cities east and west, 

I can say truthfully-—in so far as I am capable of drawing correct conclusions, 

unbiased by favor—that I have found none superior to the$é and very few equal. I 

may be pardoned if Imake particular reference to the course of study which has 

been adopted and is being followed with a marked degree of success in Ogden city, 

for the reason, that being identified with the Ogden city schools as teacher—being 

the principal of her high school—I am more familiar with the operations of this 

, course in detail than I am with the operations of any other school. The Ogden city 

i schools are taking the pupils through a course of study which carriesintoeveryday 

t work the practical operations that demonstrate the theoretical ideas of correlation 

in studies, and, is in strict harmony with psychological truths. The results are 


t mental growth and development, and the formation of moral character. 
The same, and possibly more, can be said of the course of study prepared 
1 for the Salt Lake City Schools, and parhaps other schools in the Territory, but my 


familiarity with them is not sufficient to enable me to give the information I other- 

wise would possess. Suffice it to say, I am convinced that the Salt Lake City 

schools, under its comprehensive course of study has earned for said schools, a 

reputation they honestly Geserve and which places them in that most enviable 

position among schools—a place second to none, I would suggest that the legasla- 

-ture cause to be published in connection with this report, these courses of study, 

> which would be of great aid to teachers and school officers in the Territory, by 

way of presenting to them suggestions m carrying out the course adopted for the 
counties. 

One of the strongest evidences of improvement in the chardcter of the 
schools throughout the Territory is found in the greater percentage of attendance, 
the higher standard pupils have made for punctuality and regularity; and the 
decrease in the number of cases of truancy. To these add the dying out of the 
old method of maintaining discipline through corporal punishment. 

Teachers and school officers are learning the now recognized truth that 
while, in some schools, cases may arise where corporal punishment may be admin- 
istered as a necessary means of securing good order and good work—the best teach- 

1 ers never resort to it, and it is never found in the best schools. . 

In the first exhibit I am required to offer suggestions as to the remedies for 
i any defects that may haye come to me through personal observations, or that may 
' have come to me through suggestions from those who have been in close touch 
H with the operations of the schools. 

I understand that one of the first and one of the most important duties of 
the legislature will be to establish, under the State organization, the Public School 
system as provided for in the Constitution, by proper and neceesary legislation. 
I suggest that the legislatura at its first session, designate the “such other cities 
and districts" mentioned in the Constitution, that may maintain “free high 
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schools," and to make the proper legislation for the maintenance of the same. 
This ig necessary to a uniformity of the system of schools in each county. 

It ïs conceded that better results can be obtained in cities under a graded 
system than can be obtained in rural districts, or in other words, the city organiza- 
tion 18 better adaptea to a system of grading than the rural districts are, and for 
this reason, cities of the first-class in the territory have been permitted to adopt 
text books of their own selection, but ın my observation on the matter of grading, 
I have failed to see any distinction between cities of the first-class and those of the 
second-class, I recommend, therefore, that the legislature do amend section 120, 
Article 15 of the present law by inserting between the words “first” and “class? 
in the first line of said section, the words ‘‘and the second,” so as to have the sec- 
tion read: ‘In cities of the first and the second class the Board of Educotioh,’’ 
eta, 

I recommend, also, the following changes in the school law in regard to the 
examination of teachers, and, for this recommendation I invoke a careful consid- 
eration by your honorable body. 
~ Examinations should be made uniform throughout the state, To secure this 
the legislature should establish a State Board of Examiners, whose duty it shall 
be to prepare all examination questions and send copies of the same to each county 
and city superintendent in the state 

It shoule be the duty of these superintendents to conduct the examinations 
in their respective counties and cities, and report the results to the State Board 
who shall issue certificates to those entitled to them. 

The examination 1n its scope should include such branches as the legislature 
may require to be taught imall the graded schools below the high school, and 
which are designated 1n the Constitution as “Common Schools.” 

When an applicant for a situation as teacher has passed an examination 
which is pronounced “first-class” by the board, and, has had five years experience 
with satisfactory results, he should be entitled to receive a life certificate, and 
the Board of Examiners should be’ required to issue a life certificate upon such 
conditions. 

This certificate will clothe the holder of 14 with authority to teach in any of 
the schools of the state so far as making ıt legal for the Board of Education to use 
the poblic money in payment of his salary, but if any board desires him to conduct 
classes in branches higher than those embodied in his state examination, it, the 
Board of Education, shall have power to demand a special examination in such 
branches. At the same time, the board may exercise its discretion in recognizing 
a diploma. or certificate of graduation, issued by some institution of learning com- 
petent to issue such papers and whose educational standing is known. To state 1t 
more clearly, if the Board of Education is not satisfied with an apphcant’s quali- 
fications to do the work it wishes done, it can require a special examination; or, 
if satisfied of the applicant’s qualifications, either from personal knowledge of his 
ability or from a certificate held by him, the board is left free to act, 

The reasons to sustain the foregoing recommendations are quite rational 
when proper consideration is taken of the subject. 

In the first place, it is often a cause of great inconvenience, accompanied by 
much annoyance, to professional teachers to be required to take an examination 
every year or two in subjects once passed successfully by them but which are not 
included in their present work They are progressive teachers and have advanced. 
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Along the line of promotion they have advanced beyond the common school and 
are now teaching in the higher departments. Aside from the annoyance and the 
inconvenience of the examination, their time ig taxed each year with the task of 
reviewing those studies which they are not now teaching, in order to keep in a 
condition of preparation for the examinations that are sure to come, so as to pre- 
vent their standard of scholarship from being lowered. 

Thus valuable time and useful energies are lost which might have been de- 
voted, with greater profit to the teacher and the school, to securing greater pro- 
ficiency in the branches which are being taught. Good teachors require some 
time for social duties and for such studies that will make them more proficient and 
efficient in [their particular line of work, A concentration of energy in a good 
teacher is what should be sought after, and not the weakening of his power 
through a scattering of his forces. 

Again, Section 23, Article 3 of the school law; defines the, í qualifications of 
the teacher necessary to entitle him to a certificate. To secure a First Grade Terri- 
torial certificate, the applicant must pass, in addition fo-the common brances, “a 
satisfactory examination in Civil Government, ,Physital Geography, Elements of 
Natural Philosophy, Elementary Algebra, and Book-keeping.” This is the only 
examination required for a high grade certificate in the counties of the Territory — 
in cities of the first and second class the boards of education may order other 
branches to be placed on the list for examination. But why not make the same 
requirement for the counties? How does a successful examination in Algebra 
proye that the individual examined is prepared to teach Botany or Zoology? How 
is it that when an applicant passes in Physics or in Civil Government he has 
demonstrated that he is capable to teach English Classics? Because he is qualified 
to teach the one does it necessarily follow that he is equally qualified to teach the 
other? Or, did our legislators contemplate that no branches of a higher education 
would be taught in the Public Schools other than those enumerated in the law? 
Whatever the answers may be, you ¡will see plainly that my position is a correct 
one, and that it is necessary that the applicant for a situation as teacher should | 
give some evidence in proof that he is competent to teach the subject which he will 
be required to teach. 

Teachers who now hold First Grade certificates—which require five years 
experience before granted—are entitled to, and should receive life certificates from 
the State Board. 

The First Grade certificate should grant authority to teach in any school in 
the state—the holder of course being subject to special examinations as provided 
for—and should not be like the present Firt Grade certificates, which are not 
recognized in cities of the first and the second class, 

In connection with this subject I will suggest that the law be made clear in 
regard to the issuance of certificates to Normal graduates. Those who graduate 
from the Normal department of the University should receive certificates from the 
State Board without examination, and after having taught for a period of five 
years shonld receive life certificates. 

The Normal department, as an institution to prepare young men and young 
ladies to teach, is doing careful and painstaking work, and its energies are put 
forward in training and in developing teaching power in the students. The re- 
sults are in every way worthy of recognition by the State Board. 

It seems to me of the very highest importance to our educational interests 
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that the legislature as soon as passible take steps toward the establishment of free 
kindergarten schools in connection with our public schools, pursuant to a pro- 
vision of the constitution. 

This department constituting the very foundation of our educational super- 
structure, should be established with the greatest care and under the most skillful 
supervision. The legislature should so provide for its management as to make it 
impossible for any other thau thorough kindergarteners to receive employment as 
teachers 

Doctor Harris, United States Commissioner of Education, than whom 
America has no greater educator, in speaking of the importance of this depart- 
ment in reply to a communication from me, says: ‘In compliance with your sug- 
gestion regarding a provision in relation to schools, I would say that itis quite 
important that cities above ten thousand inhabitanta in the Territory [state] shall 
be given the privilege of establishing schools for children under the age of six, for 
the reason that all large villages and cities develop slum populations and the 
kindergarten is the most powerful means of overcoming the slams by getting pos- 
session of the children at the age of three or four. A humanizing and civilizing 
influence may be exerted upon them that will even penetrate the families and 
do great good.” 

Too much can not be said in commendation of the labor that has been per- 
formed by representative ladies of Salt Lake, Ogden, Provo, Logan, and in other 
cities and towns in the way of establishing kindergarten schools and in some in- 
stances maintaining them free from any charge of tuition against the parents of 
the children. 

It would be invidious to mention some names and omit others, I must how- 
ever call your attention to the fact that first class kindergarten training is being 
given in the cities mentioned, under the management of noble and heroic women 
whose hearts are engaged in their efforts; and the class-work is being conducted 
by trained teachers who have demonstrated satisfactorily their fitness and compet- 
ency. It now rests with the legislature to make the kindergarten the hase of our 
free public school system. 

Sec 8 of the school law in defining the duties of the commissioner, is not 
sufficiently definite in its grant of authority to the said officer to appoint meetings 
of school officers and teachers, The law should be made clear to superintendents, 
trustees, and teachers, that the State Superintendent has authority to convene 
them when the interests of the schools demand such a convention; and it should 
be made plain that school officers are entitled to their per diem when atttending 
conventions in response to calls made by the State Superintendent 

To prevent the possibility of an abuse of this authority through an unnec- 
essary exercise thereof the legislature should regulate the same by proper legisla- 
tion. 

All educators realize the great value to teachers of state organization. Be- 
ing in perfect accord with this feeling, I did, in the very midst of my work of pre- 
paring this report, lay it aside long enough to call the teachers and school officers 
of the prospective state together for the purpose of organizing a permanent State 
association and to take the necessary preliminary steps in preparation for the same, 
Iam made happy in being prepared to report a most gratifying success to this effort. 
Taking into consideration the shortness of the time intervening between the call and 
the meeting held pursuant to the call, and the season of the year, the Territory was 
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more generally represented than my fondest hopes led me to expect. The organiza- 
tion was made permanent under a constitution which is broad enough to include 
every educational interest and factor in the state. It will start upon its career a9 
‘The State Teachers’ Association under the presidency of Dr, John R., Park, Utah’s 
first State superintendent, 

In addition to effecting a permanent organization, the Association did, at its 
first session the 26th, 27th, and 28th of December, 1895, execute a most excellent 
program. Some yaluable papers were presented which will appear in proper form 
and in a short time, 

The Association as a body appointed a committee of seven to confer with the 
legislature on matters of educational interest that will come up before your hon- 
orable body. This committee will act in concert with the State Superintendent of 
Schools, 

I present another matter calling for more definiteness in the law. 

County superintendents have caused institutes to be conducted in their 
respective counties, or have caused to be held joint institutes with other counties, 
pursuant to section 20, Art. 2 of the school law, and have engaged such assistance as 
they deem necessary to conduct the same, issuing to said conductors, for their ser- 
vices, warrants to be paid by the county treasurer. Great inconvenience has some- 
times arisen on account of the county courts instructing the treasurer not to honor 
the warrants unless the amount called for in the warrant had been previously 
allowed by the court. This authority to issue warrants, granted by section 20, of 
the present school law, should be repealed or be made more definite, It should be 
known positively whether the superintendent has or has not the authority to issue 
warrants to the amount designated in the law, 

Some of the counties are too small in population and in the number of their 
schools to hold a county institute, Under such circumstances, the state superin- 
tendent may direct these counties to unite with some other county or counties and 
hold a “union institute" as the present law provides. Should he so direct, after 
consulting with the county superintendent, the latter officer should have authority 
to issue warrants in payment of his proportion of the expense and those warrants 
should not be declared valueless at the discretion of the court. 

In the second requisite for matter to appear in this report, I call attention to 
the financial report accompanying this paper. 

In regard to the “sufficiency or insufficiency? of school revenue, I will insert 
some statements taken from the reports of some of the county superintendents. 
made in response to my request, I quote in the first instance from a report made 
by superintendent M. H. Dalley of Iron County, whose statement in regard to the 
revenues in his county 1s expressive of the condition in a number of the counties, 
He says: 

“Owing to the limited means obtained through the Territorial and county 
school funds, four of our smaller districts are scarcely able to fill the law by main- 
taining a school in the districts for twenty weeks each school year. Theamount of 
means obtained through these funds would not pay a first class teacher in some of 
the districts for one full term, ‘The trustees are therefore compelled to engage 
cheap teachers, some of whom are not fully competent to teach and govern. Fre- 
quent change of teachers ia also the result of bemg cramped for means to run the 
schooi properly. The law should be so framed as to accomodate and furnish school 
privileges equally and equitably to all pupils of school age whether in large or 
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small districts. There is an opportunity for some relief through special tax, but 
in most instances the majority of the tax-payers in this county have yoted against 
this method of obtaining funds, In some districts a majority of the school board 
have voted against this method of obtaining funds 

“In some districts a majority of the school board have voted against assessing 
the one-fourth of one per cent which they are allowed to assess ? 

I now select a statement from the report of superintendent Harmon of 
"Washington County. He says: 

“Our greatest drawback 1s, as heretofore, the lack of funde in the hands of 
trustees with which to enable them to employ competent teachers and continue 
schools sufficiently long to meet the requirements of the law and to satisfy the 
demands of the times This perhaps is owing to the fact that our county i8 not 
very wealthy and the maximum two-mill tax 1s insufficient to increase our fund 
to the required amount. So far we have been unable to get our trustees to levy 
district taxes for the purpose of paying teachers, as there seems to be a strong sen- 
timent among the people against it—the 1dea prevailing to a great extent that the 
'Territory and county ought to supply the demand.” 

From these two statements—which I congider represent ihe sentiment of all 
those counties where the same condition prevails—you learn that the cause of lim- 
ited school funds arises from opposition to local taxation. In this connection I call 
your attention to some facts, a knowledge of which will enable you to legislate 
more wisely and more justly upon this subject. 

First.—Each school district in the territory (state) draws 1ts apportionment. 
of the school fund pro-rata to the number of children in the district between the 
ages of six and eighteen years 

Second —The following counues maintained school during the last year for 
periods of time averaging between three and four terms, or eight and nine months. 
Box Elder, Cache, Carbon, Juab, Rich, Salt Lake, San Juan, San Pete, Utah, 
and Weber. 

The rest ot the counties 10 the Territory maintained schools for a time averag- 
ing between two and three terms, or, five and seven months. 

The four cities—Salt Lake, Ogden, Provo, and Logan—maintained schools 
for more than than three terms, Salt Lake City maintained its schools the full 
four terms, whith constitute the school year-—the school year being divided into 
four terms of ten weeks each, F 

Thefigures giyen ın the next collection of facts are taken from a statement 
made by the Territorial treasurer, ‘ 

Third.—The following counties paid into the territorial school fund last'year, 
in excess of the amount they drew out, the sums herewith named. Box Elder, 
$971.17; Grand, $1,907.28, Morgan, $532.01; Salt Lake, $47,698 60; SanJuan, $111,82; 
Weber, $16,465.00. 

The following counties drew out in excess of what they paid 1n the amounts 
herewith named: Emery, $843 97, Garfield, $2,326.02, Iron, $363 12; Kane, $460.48; 
Millard, 3871.75; Piute, $78813; San Pete, $2,339.08; Sevier, $3,874.93; Uintah» 
$2,195.94; Wasatch, $1,494,744; Washington, $1,593.85; Wayne, $1,343 62, 

In the following counties the amounts received from, and the amounts paid 
into the Territorial fund, balance: Beaver, Cache, Carbon, Davis, Juab, Rich, 
Summit, Tooele, and Utah. 

Yon will note from these facts presented, that those counties which paid 
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into the school fund more money than they drew out are, almost. as a rule, the 
same counties which maintained schools the greatest number of months in the 
year; and since a large portion of their Territorial tax goes from them into other 
counties they must necessarily, under such citcumstances, maintain their schools 
largely from a local tax. 

What they have done the other counties should do if they would reach the 
same results. It is a mistake for counties to close their schools when the Territorial 
fund is exhausted; and it would be a mistake, associated with injustice, to increase 
the Territorial tax under the circumstances narrated. I am conyinced that it is 
right to have a State fund to aid in maintaining our free public school system, but 
1 would consider it unjust to increase the State school tax. 

Iam informed by some of the county superintendents that the two-mill 
county tax is not sufficient with the Territorial appropriation to sustain the schools 
of the county, 

Superintendents Allen, of Salt Lake County, and Hall, of Weber County, 
are of the opinion that after the legislature separates the county school organiza- 
tion from that of the city in those two counties, pursuant to the provision of the 
Constituition, the two-mill tax of these counties will not be sufficient. 

I am persuaded the legislature should empower and require the counties and 
districts to raise a sufficient amount of funds, in addition to the Territorial fund, to 
maintain schools a definite time during each year, and the county or district failing 
to comply with the Jaw should not receive its apportionment of the Territorial 
school fund. = 

This requirement should be made and enforced. 

It is hoped that, at no distant day, the burden of taxation for school purposes 
will be decreased through an endowment of money received from the sale of lands 
granted to the public schools, 

In reference to the number and condition of “private schools, academies, and 
colleges” in the Territory, I am compelled to report in language similar to that of 
my predecessor. 

There is no means known to this office by and through which information 
concerning such schools can be obtained. The law does not require county and 
city superintendents to obtain the information, and when a request is made by the 
commissioner for such information to be furnished him, there is but a feeble 
response, a presentation of mere fragmentery facts, which renders it [mpossible for 
the commissioner to make a report of such schools that would be of any value. I 
found no data in the office, at the time I assumed the position, for the first of the two 
years included in this biennial report, and consequently regarded it as unnecessary, 
in addition to reasons already advanced, to make any attempt to prepare for your 
consideration an incompleted collection of disconnected facts. 

However, speaking from a general knowledge of the subject, I am prepared to 
report that, since the establishment of our free public schools with a system of high 
schools, more specially in the larger cities, a number of the private schools, some of 
which were of a denominational character, have closed —the excellence of the public 
schools, with free tuition, being of sufficient attraction to draw the patronage from 
these private institutions. Still, there isa number of private and denominational 
schools,and collegiate insiitutions, which are in a flourishing condition. Iam pleased 
to report that those which are doing good work are not characterized as opponents 
to the public schools in any of the departments, but are institutions doing special 
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work and are not to be considered as enemies to the public school system of the 
state, Did I consider them enemies I would sound the alarm for I deem it the 
duty of legislators to guard well the interests of our public school system, in all its 
departments, from every enemy. The people look to you as their representatives 
to do this andI am satisfied that you realize the importance of meeting ina states- 
man-like manner all obligations to the state, 

You will find my compliance with the fifth requirement in exhibits presented 
in connection with this paper. Please note that a number of the items called for 
in the several exhibits will be useless under the state organization for the reason 
that such information will not be required in the interests of our schools. I refer 
to the requirement for separate and distinct items pertaining to “Mormon” and 
*Non-Mormon?" parents and children I suggest that the blank forms used for 
the purposes of obtaining information regarding schoole and educational factors 
be so changec. as to remove the above quoted ‘obnoxious words," and that the 
new blank shall contain headings calling for such information as the U 8. Com- 
missioner at Washington, D, C may ask for. These blanks should be prepared 
and printed as soon as possible, for the reason that, anticipating a change would be 
made, I did not have any of the old forms printed, but requested superintendents 
to keep the reports in registers until the new forms were ont, so that the condition 

is such that the schools will need them as soon as they can be printed. 
j In regard to the time when these reports should be made by the county 
superintendents to the state superintendent, I will give you my experience under 
the present law, which has been quite unsatisfactory, and I will suggest a 
change. 

Under the Territorial law the school year closes the 30th day of June each 
year, and under section 17 of the law, the superintendents are required to report 
tton or before the 3ist day of August in each year” to the Territorial commissioner. 
Some of the counties are very large so far as territory is concerned and the districts, 
necessarily so from the topography of the country, are scattered and lying long 
distances apart. The result is—where an error of a serious nature occurs in a 
report from trustees to the county superintendent necessitating a return of the 
same for correction—one of two things, the reports do not come in on time, or, if 
they do, they are often very incomplete. 

1 have in my office a statistical report received on the 23rd of this month— 
December—which I could not include in the general report on account of its incom- 
pleteness,—the superintendent being unable to obtain returns from one of the dis- 
tricts, Again, it often becomes necessary for the commissioner to return the reports 
of superintendents for correction. I would suggest, therefore, that this matter be 
well considered, for it is so essential to intelligent legislation upon school matters, 
as well as upon other matters, to have correct statements of present conditions 
Ample time should be given school officers, and then demand an enforced 
promptness 

The law requires the commissioner of schools “to print and circulate a sum- 
mary of his opinions and rulings.” I have interpreted the law to have reference to 
such opinions and such rulings that would have a general bearing upon the schools 
of the Territory, and not to those which were given or made upon some matter ofa 
temporary character and of local application. In compliance with the law I had 
made a commencement, and bad some of my opinions published in the Universtiy 
Quarterly, space in which having been courteously extended by the pubhshers for 
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official communications from this office. Idiscontinued the publication of them 
for the reason that perhaps the legislature would so change the Jaw as to render 
‘opinion based upon the present law null and void, and should the legislature not 
do so, all the opinions given by the commissioner are on file in the office of the State 
superintendent to be used by him as wisdom directs, 

One more suggestion, and I ask that you consider it seriously. It is the pro- 
position to do away entirely with our present “district” organization and establish 
in place thereof the township"! organization. 

For data, I refer you to a most thorough and careful.collection of facts and 
arguments, collected and prepared by State Superintendent Poland, of New Jersey, 
and which is on file in the office of the State Superintendent of Utah. 

In conclusion, I am most profoundly happy in the reflection that Utah, as a 
State, with a republican form of government, starts forth on her career of state- 
hood upon so firm a foundation as is Jaid in her free publio school system. Under 
an so divinely-appointed environment we bespeak for her and her people a growth 
and a development that will make her a welcome sister in this great common- 


wealth of sovereign states.
